The Amendment to Claim 4 introduced a new issue. In previous version of the Claims the shut-off holding means was indistinguishable 
from the load and therefore, the load of Mukainakano (109) was interpreted as the equivalent to shut-off holding means. Explicit statement 
of the load separates it from the shut-off holding means and therefore, for a proper examination it requires a new search, which in current 
stage cannot be conducted since the prosecution is closed. 
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
